SOME NEW DEVICES. 


To relieve the pressure of the saddle 


g-irth on a. horse a new device is formed 
of a series of stiff spiral springs at- 
tached to the end of a strap fastened to 
the saddle, with a buckle at the end to 
receive the opposite strap from' the 
saddle, the springs". .being, protected 
from the animal's5 bodj'bjya broad flat 
leather band. 


To secure panes of glass in. window 


sash without the use 'of putty a,'new de- 
vice lias brackets for the, four ..corners 
with metal strips to-go over the edges 
of tho glass am! fasten into the corner 
pieces,, the. strips "being curved enough 
to hold the glass tight and prevent all 
jar and rattle after they are sprung in 
place. 


To keep the trousers legs tight around 


the bottom when riding1 a horse or bi- 
cycle a new guard consists of a flat 
piece of spring: steol with the ends 
wound into coils," which are pulled open 
and the points attached to the pants 
legs, after which the springs are al- 
lowed to close as tight as they will and 
roll the slack around the bottoms into 
the coils. 


A new and simple trap to catch mice 


nnd rats has a flat strip of wood hinged 
near tlie center to a. spring clamp by 
which it is attached to the edge of a 
table, the bait being placed on tlieouter 
end with a bucket of water or wide- 
flanged pail below, so that when the 
rodent starts for the bait tlie strip of 
wood will tip down and drown or 
capture it. 


To "make sure that the plug -"in a 


pneumatic tire will hold tightly when 
repairing a puncture a new invention 
has a screw running through the center 
of the plug and fastened to a brace on 
the outside, to draw the base of the 
plug tight inside the tire and hold it 
until the cement dries, after which the 
screw is removed. 


To keep water pipes from freezing in 


cold weather an automatic cut-off is at- 
tached to the valve, consisting of a thin 
glass tube filled with aliquid which will 
freeze at a higher temperature than 
water and.break the tube, thus reliev- 
ing the pressure on the valve and shut- 
ting the water 6S, at the same time al- 
lowing the water to flow from the 
pipes above as soon as the faucets are 
opened.

THIS STATE FAIR. 


Tho State Fair, though in some re- 


spects not equal to fairs of former 
years, is, all things considered, very 
creditable. The attendance is nearly 
as large as in the first days of former 
fairs, but the Virginia and Trnokee 
Kailroad Company declines \o ran 
special trains from Virginia and Carson 
to Keno. The company has, however, 
reduced the rates to $2 60 for the round 
trip from the Oomstock and $2 from 
Carson, Under these regulations peo- 
ple from along the road will be com- 
pelled to remain in fteno over night 
and many who would like to attend the 
fair cannot well afford the expense. 
The farmers from Lovelocks and other 
places along the Central Pacific have 
not yet appeared in force, bat it is ex- 
pected that the attendance will be 
large; daring the remainder of the 
week, ' 


Disguise it as we may, the fact re- 


mains apparent that times are not 
what they have been. The people are 
as desirous as they ever have been to 
attend the fair, bnt there are other and 
more pressing demands 
on their 


slender purses. Nor is the falling off in 
the attendance at annual fairs confined 
to Nevada, It waa noticed in Califor- 
nia at the State Fair, where the attend- 
ance was about fifty per cent less than 
the average of former years, as well as 
at several county fairs in the Golden 
State. 


Let us hope for better timee. The 


gold trust cannot always by corrupt 
use of monev control the financial af- 
fairs of the nation, and Nevada *vill 
again come to the front as the most 
prosperous State in the Union in pro- 
portion to its population. 


KING HUMBERT, whose prestige among 


his people has waned considerably since 
the Italian disaster in Africa, seema to 
have regained the good will of his sub- 
jects. Italy has been greatly depressed 
by its financial difficultiss and scan- 
dals, its heavy taxation and drain upon 
its young men to keep up the army, the 
defeat at Adowa, and the relmquish- 
ment of its claims to Tunis, and, with 
Crispi aged 
and discredited, there 


seemed to be little vigor and hope left 
in the people. The position accorded 
Italy in the Cretan blockade, however, 
and evident good will of nearly all 
European countries toward her as a 
possible ally helped to re-establish con- 
fidence and respect and the King, on 
recent occasions, struck a note of 
sincerity and generosity to which the 
people have readily responded, with 
the result that he is more popular to- 
day than he has been in recent years. 
The factions and parties and sectional 
intrigue in and out of parliament, aJso, 
have contributed to the belief that a 
republic is impracticable for some 
generations, and that, as to monarchy, 
the house of Savoy is the only possible 
dynasty. 
The duel of the Count of 


Turin with Prince Henri ot Orleans 
has also added to the popularity of 
King Humbert, who was the first to 
congratulate him on his courage and 
spirit. 
To these minor reasons for 


Italy's changed attitude toward King 
Humbert may be>dded a fairly pros- 
perous state of agiiculture and com- 
merce, while her industries are de- 
veloping and extending.
